This Stone is a fort of Coral, and ths Lapidis 
Aftroitidis five Stellaris primum genus Boec de 
Boadt, or Aftroites Worm, Mus. // grows in the 
Seas adjoining to Jamaica. It is f recently found 
foffll in England. I have fame of 'it found here, 
that will Tolifh as well as Agat, which was many 
Tears fince found out by Mr. Beaumont There are 
many other things growing in the Seas about Ja- 
maica, and not to be found in thefe parts, which 
are frequently dug up in the Inland parts of Eng- 
land, and elfewhere, near to which places they do 
not naturally grow. 
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
